Anthropomorphic conceptions of God are not necessarily false because they 
are anthropomorphic, nor are they necessarily false because they are very 
inadequate. They may be true.as far as they go, and may be trusted pro- 

wisionally till more light and wider experiénce enable us to relinqu ish them for 
truer conceptions. Itisimportant to bear in mind the fact of man’s superiority 
and supremacy over.the whole portion of the universe within human ken.
